1. This is responsive to the amendment filed 9/8/08. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-10, 14-17 
and 21-35 are currently pending. 

2. Claims 21 -35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. As per claims 21-29, 32, 34 and 35, "the width-related-information- 
dependent-control" lacks adequate support insofar as applicant has deleted such 
support from claim 1 . 

B. All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as 
containing the same deficiencies.
